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Prevention and treatment of 
blindness should be made a respons!- 
bility of the public-health depart- 
ments, the Quebec Chronicle-Tele- 
graph says editorially, calling atten- 
tion to the large group of persons 
in Canada suffering from progres- 
sive eye disease who will “sooner or 
later become a charge on the tax- 
payer.” 

The known blind in Canada total 
12,344, including only those regist- 
efed with the Canadian National In- 
stitute for the Blind and those’ on 
pensions for the blind. The total 
does not include 
progressive eye disease or those who 
have lost the sight of, one eye and 
do not come within the definition of 
blindness under the national legisla- 
tion. There are believed to be some 
blind persons who have not made 
their condition known. 

Urgent needs at present are pre- 
vention and treatment, the Quebec 
newspaper states. “Health depart- 
ments are already deeply involved 
in the prevention of blindness, even 
though their legislation was not 
planned primarily for that reason, 
except in the instance of preventive 
drops of ophthalmia neonatorum 
(for prevention of gonorrheal infec- 
tion at time of birth). 

“The other endeavors that are 
preventive in character are: venereal 
disease control, the distribution of 
insulin to those unable to pay, pre- 
vention and control of tuberculosis, 
nutrition measures, control of all 
medical inspection, the provision of 
sight-saving classes, and accident 
prevention. 

“From the above it would seem 
desirable to place the whole prob- 
lem of blindness, both its prevention 
and cure, in the hands of the depart- 
ment of public health, where it 
logically belongs.”

Red Cross Plans 


REGINA. — The Canadian Red 
Cross is increasing the number of 
food parcels sent’ to’ Europe from 
100,000 to 190,000 parcels a week in 
order to increase the’ supply avail- 
able for prisoners of Allied and occu- 
pied countries, principally Polish, 
Yugoslav, Greek, Free French, and 
Belgian prisoners, said L. A. Winter, 
honorary comptroller of the National 
Red Cross Society, Toronto. 

Mr. Winter was on his way east 
after visiting provincial Red Cross 
offices across. Canada. He was in 
Regina for a two-day visit: ‘ 

This food relief for prisoners in 
occupied countries is shared with the 
British Red Cross, the Red Cross 
Societies of the other dominions and 
the American Red Cross, said Mr. 
Winter. 

In speaking of aid to prisoners of 
war in Japan, Mr. Winter said that 
although continual efforts are . being 
made to obtain the co-operation of 
Japan, the Red Cross had not had 
the full co-operation which should be 
expected under the. international con- 
vention.. “Relief for prisoners in 
Japan has been confined largely to. 
what has been sent on the Gripshoim 
and other relief ships» but the Red

orci Castapeae TANKS IN 
FRANCE. — From the beaches at 
Courseulles and Bernieres ‘to ‘the 
Caen-Bayeaux highway 10 and 12 
miles inland three Canadian tank 
regiménts—the First Hussars, Lon- 
don, Ont., the Fort Garry Horse, 
Winnipeg, and the Sherbrook Fus- 
iliers—fought their beachhead battle 
alongside the Canadjan Third divi- 
sion. 

The support this formation with 
its Sherman tanks gave the infantry 
was one of the big factors in the 
splendid performance of the Cana- 
dians in the first week of the inva- 
sion when the enemy countered with 
heavy blows at positions northwest 
of Caen. 

In the assault the most successful 
landing was made by the First Hus- 
sars who landed on the beaches at 
Courseulles where the western Can- 
ada brigade—Royal Winnipeg Rifles, 
Regina Rifles, Canadian Scottish, 
Victoria—came ashore. The unit 
came in from a rough sea on time, 
and were practically under the muz- 
zles of German anti-tank and field 
guns in concrete emplacements and 
dugout just back of the beach. They 
blasted shells at these défences and 
with the prairie infantrymen stormed 
through the sand dunes and worked 
their way into Courseulles where 
they helped to clear out the town. 

Overcoming elaborate mine _ fields, 
they broke into open country behind 


Courseulles with the western bri-— 


gade running alongside them or. rid- 
ing on the tourrets and hulls. One 
column: struck southwest to Banville 
and on to Colombiere Sur, Seulles, 
four miles inland, and another. rode 
into Reviers three miles south. 
Snipers. hiding in the wheat fields 
and in woods and buildings pegged 
away at them and several batteries 


But they took’ them on, one by one, 
with the infantry and as they got 
farther inland, found some _ 88's 
abandoned. ; 

At Bernieres the Fort Garry Horse 
from Winnipeg landed in the assault 
but had tough luck because of a ter- 
rible sea and did not make the beach 
until the first infantry was ashore. 
But once they got on the beaches 
they went right to work, striking 
inland to Tailleville to cut the first 
lateral road along which were strong 
German gun positions. 

The Fort Garrys swung southeast 
to Douvre and = Deliverande and 
briefly engaged a German strong 
point there which was not captured 
until 11 days later when Com- 
mandoes and assault engineers took it: 

By the night of D-Day these tanks 
reached Anguerny, six miles south of 
the landing beach, and all the way 
they battled pockets of the enemy 
manning hidden guns. Anti-tank 
guns were sighted down every road
